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Long-term care facility construction postponed again

Didsbury Review _ 

Didsbury's long-term care replacement facility has 
been at least eight years in the making and now escalat¬ 
ing construction costs for health projects across the 
province have sidelined it once again, pending a review. 

Health Minister Ron Liepert announced last Monday 
that all “in flight" capital projects, including those 
which have already started and those that have been 
announced but have not been tendered, are on hold 
pending a review by the treasury board. 

Escalating construction costs have contributed to a 
review of approximately $5 billion in capital currently 
allocated for health facilities in the province, said 
Liepert. 

“We are now in a situation where the revenue stream 
has dried up, there is no extra dollars for capital," he 
said. “We need to assess what it is that we are doing in 
every one of our facilities across the province to ensure 
that it meets best practices." 

Less than six months ago, Calgary Health Region offi¬ 
cials were in Didsbury to update the community on the 
progress of the planned free-standing 60-bed facility 
that would replace space being used in the Didsbury 
District Health Services building during a town hall 
meeting called by town officials. 

At the time, health region spokesperson Leanne Dohy 


said the $26.5 million budget for the free-standing facil¬ 
ity had been approved by the former CHR board, which 
had been disbanded and decisions taken over by the 
Alberta Health Services board. 

IB1 Group, a Calgary-based architectural firm, had 
been selected in early 2007 to complete the detailed 
design while the location, layout, and size of the facili¬ 
ty had already been established. 

Health officials acknowledged at that time how 
patient Didsbury and area residents had been in the 
ongoing bid to get the facility built. 

In 2000, $6 million in provincial funding was provided 
for the development of a long-term care facility in 
Didsbury. After approval was given to the project, oper¬ 
ational responsibility for Didsbury was transferred 
from Region 5 to the David Thompson Health Region 
and then most recently, it was transferred to the 
Calgary Health Region. 

According to the CHR, the Didsbury continuing care 
project was listed in its 2007 capital budget requests to 
the province, not because it was seen as a new capital 
plan request, but because the estimated cost - $20 mil¬ 
lion in 2007 - was “significantly larger than the original 
funding approval." 

“Given the delay in development of this facility, there 
is significant need as well as community pressure to 
proceed with this project as soon as possible," reads 
the capital plan. 


Health region officials said construction on the facil¬ 
ity, to be located between the Didsbury District Health 
Services building and Aspen Ridge Lodge, was expect¬ 
ed to begin in late 2007 or early 2008. 

Didsbury’s Mayor Brian Wittal said it is hard to say 
what will happen. 

“I do plan to discuss it with MLA Richard Marz and 
the minister to stress the importance of this replace¬ 
ment facility.” 

Wittal said that he had been in conference calls 
and meetings last week and that it was asked why 
more health-care workers were not placed on the 
superboard. 

He said the reasoning was explained to them that the 
health-care budget needed to be looked at as a busi¬ 
ness. “I don’t disagree with that, we have to be fiscally 
responsible,” said Wittal. 

However, he did say that the replacement of the 
long-term health care facility was important as well, 
“the building is quite old and there are a lot of 
functional issues and mechanical problems that they 
have had issues with for quite some time.” Wittal said 
that it was for these reasons all of the residents of the 
long-term health-care unit have been relocated into 
other facilities. 

Liepert said he didn’t know if any announcements 
concerning the review of capital health-care projects 
would be made prior to the 20011-2010 budget.

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Petition against coalition, say MPs

Central Alberta Conservative Mi’s 
say they plan to spend the next six 
weeks drumming up support for the 
Harper government in an attempt to 
prevent its defeat by an opposition 
coalition. 

“■Just allowing a little time for peo¬ 
ple to step back and look at where we 
we’re headed will make a lot of differ 
ence," said Wild Rose MP Blake 
Richards. “We've got to find a way to 
make this work for the other parties 
and the Prime Minister has made the 
commitment to do that. If that’s 
allowed to happen, if the other guys 
are willing to give a little bit, I think 
we can make that work. 

“This step of the prorogation that 
the Governor General has granted on 
the advice of the Prime Minister is 
going to be a very important step. 
There is already evidence that some 
Liberal members have thought about 
his whole coalition and they are say¬ 
ing they're not so sure this was a 
good idea to get together with the 
separatists." 

Richards’ Wild Rose riding includes 
Olds, Sundre, Didsbury and Carstairs. 

Red Deer Conservative MP Earl 
Dreeshen echoed Richards’ com¬ 
ments, saying the time out is good 
news. His riding includes Penhold 
and Innisfail. 

On Dec. -4 Governor General 
Michelle Jean agreed to a request 
from Prime Minister Harper to sus¬ 
pend Parliament until Jan. 26, when a 
budget is expected to be tabled. 

The prorogation move came days 
before a scheduled non-confidence 


vote that was widely expected to see 
a coalition of Liberal and NDP MPs, 
backed by Bloc Quebecois MPs, top¬ 
ple 1 the government. 

The coalition will not be abandon¬ 
ing its accord while the Commons is 
in recess, NDP Leader Jack Layton 
reportedly said. 

”1 cannot have confidence in a 
prime minister who would throw the 
locks on the door of this place, 
knowing that he's about to lose a 
vote in the House of Commons,” said 
Layton. “That's denying about as 
fundamental a right as one has in a 
democracy." 

For his part, Dreeshen says he is 
encouraging residents to sign an anti¬ 
coalition petition circulating in the 
Red Deer riding. 

“I think it is important that all par¬ 
ties understand how people feel,” 
said Dreeshen. “We have online peti¬ 
tions that people have already decid¬ 
ed that they are going to work with 
and use. We’ve got the Canadians for 
Democracy petition that is up and 
going. 

“Getting a hold of the Governor 
General is something that many peo¬ 
ple have already done. We are getting 
a lot of emails that were cc’d from 
discussions with the Governor 
General. 

“Right now a lot of it (his effort) is 
to let the three opposition leaders 
recognize how people feel. And not 
only the three opposition leaders but 
those who are vying for the Liberal 
leadership, because they and their 
party have a stake in the future of 
Canada.” 

Over the next six weeks, Dresshen 
said he will also be involved in efforts 


centered on preparing the budget. 

“The amount of work that we have 
to do between now and the end of 
January is monumental,” he said. “As 
far as the government is concerned 
we have all of the meetings that have 
been set up with the premiers, busi¬ 
ness leaders and labour leaders and 
so on in order to make sure we create 
a budget. 

“Of course the other part is to 
make sure we are listening to our 
constituents and to take the things 
that they have to tell us back to 
Ottawa so that we can implement 
that as well.” 

In the days leading up to the 
Governor General’s decision, 
Richards was calling on his con¬ 
stituents to contact her to express 
opposition to the coalition. 

“The only thing I can say for sure is 
we are going to do everything we can 
to stop this,” Richards said Dec. 2. 
“We are going to do everything we 
can to try and stop it. What that might 
be is anyone’s guess at this point.” 

Richards says he is continuing to 
urge people to write letters opposing 
the possible coalition. 

“I think that is still something that 
is not a bad idea, for people to make 
sure their views are known,” he said 
Dec. 4. “Maybe it is not quite as 
urgent as it was to get in touch with 
the Governor General at the present 
time, but I think that is something I 
would encourage people to let all the 
parties know that we have to make 
this Parliament work. 

“We can’t be allowing the sepa¬ 
ratists to be a part of the government 
and 1 don’t think Canadians want to 
see another election either.”

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Olympic torch coming to Olds 

Relay makes its way through local area in early 2010

A little piece of the 2010 Winter 
Olympics will be burning brightly in 
Olds - even if only for a short time. 

The town will be one of 73 communi¬ 
ties across Alberta to have the Olympic 
torch relay pass through on its way to 
Vancouver for the February 12 start to 
the 21st Olympic Winter Gaines. 

According to the schedule released 
last week, the torch will make its 
appearance in Olds on January 16, 
2010, on day 70 of the 106-day national 
relay, less than one month before the 
opening ceremonies. 

The current schedule see the torch 
coming through Olds after passing 
through Innisfail and Bowden on the 
leg from Red Deer to Medicine Hat. 
The only designated ‘celebration com¬ 
munity’ where the flame actually stops 
along on the route between the two 
cities is in Drumheller. 

While the time the torch is in Olds is 
likely to be brief, Olds Mayor Judy 
Dahl said she expects the community 
can pull off a fitting welcome. 

“I’m sure that we can put something 
together for that," she suggested. “W'e 
certainly have the partnerships and 
collaborators to work with that we can 
roll the red carpet out." 

From Olds, the torch is scheduled to 
head to Trochu and Three Hills, before 
making its celebration stop in 
Drumheller. According to Olympic 
Torch Relay officials, the flame will be 


between the communities on the route. 

The relay route will be updated and 
further details including street level 
routes and timings will be added closer 
to the Olympic Flame’s arrival in each 
community. 

The relay officially begins in 
Victoria, B.C. on Oct. 30, 2009, heads 
to the far north before heading to 
Newfoundland and Labrador to begin 
its journey to Vancouver. It will be the 
longest domestic torch relay in 
Olympic history, stretching 45,000 
kilometres in Canada having passed 
through 1,020 communities or places 
of interest. 

Alberta sees the relay twice, once in 
early November and then again on 
January 13 for an eight-day stretch. 

John Furlong, CEO of the Vancouver 
Organizing Committee said the idea 
was to bring the Olympic Flame as 
close to as many Canadians as possi¬ 
ble. 

“Mapping out this route, we wanted 
to include as many Canadians as possi¬ 
ble,” he stated. 

The Flame will be in Calgary, host 
city of the 1988 Winter Games on three 
occasions during the Alberta leg. 

Who will carry the flame through 
Olds and other communities will be 
determined later. People interested in 
becoming torchbearers can find infor¬ 
mation on how to apply at iCoke.ca, 
sogoactive.com or rbc.com/carry- 
thetorch. Coca-Cola and RBC are pre¬ 
senting partners for the Torch Relay.

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Didsbury becomes an ACE community

It was an inspirational night last Tuesday, its the Town 
of Didsbury officially became an Active, Creative and 
Engaged (ACE) community. 

ACE Ambassador lan Hill presented the town with an 
ACE certificate and said the town would also be receiving 
$10,000 in cash as well its $55,000 in kind. 

“Many, many communities applied, only 10 were select¬ 
ed - you guys were one of them," said Hill. 

“These things don’t just happen themselves. These peo¬ 
ple put in time and energy. They competed with commu¬ 
nities all across the province and they won the award for 
you," Hill said applauding council and the committee. 

Along with presenting the town with 
the ACE certificate, Hill - often referred 
to as a humanitarian, social entrepre¬ 
neur, award-winning philanthropist and 
business leader - spoke to the approxi¬ 
mately 40 council members, residents 
and youth that gathered at Didsbury 
Memorial Complex’s Multi Purpose 
Room. 

Hill, who was adopted in Tehran, Iran 
as a child by a military officer who 
brought him to Canada, said the country 
“has been good to me." 

“My wife and I have an obligation to 
do everything we can to make the world 
a better place than it was yesterday." 

His powerful hour-long talk, sprinkled with inspira¬ 
tional quotes by other famous people such as Nelson 
Mandela and Helen Keller, clearly got the message across 
that in order to see the right changes in a community, it is 
up to the community to make those changes. 

“Community members know best what’s required in 
their community," he said. 

Hill spoke about rural communities still being relevant 
in the 21st century. 

“But if you want to live in a rural community and you 
like that way of life, then it must be fought for, there’s a 
price to pay." 

The ACE initiative was brought out in the Vision 2015 
plan. Foundations for Life. Hill said it was “a culmination 
of a lot of ideas and concepts about great quality of life in 
rural communities in Alberta and how to build that by 
2015.” 

Hill went on to tell the crowd how Alberta Recreation 


and Parks Association decided to “translate all those con¬ 
cepts to boots on the ground action." Hill explained that 
this was rooted in the philosophy that 80 per cent of what 
the niral communities are doing is right. 

Along with Encana, Canwest and the Rural Alberta 
Development Fund, a fund of $6.5 million was put togeth¬ 
er and that is ACE today. 

Hill explained that the concept of the initiative was to 
see if it was possible to bring people together to work 
towards a common goal, not care who gets the credit and 
from there enhance community leadership skills. 

He reinforced that it was basically the community’s 
decision as to what is done with all the support they were 
now entitled to after becoming an ACE community. 

“So you’ve got this in kind support, you’ve got this cash, 
what could it be? It’s up to you, frankly,” 
Hill said. 

Earlier in the day Hill also met with 
five youth in the community at 
Neighborhood Place who were making 
plans of their own to make the communi¬ 
ty a better place. After speaking with the 
youth for over an hour, Hill decided to 
help them out. 

“1 was so impressed t hat I committed 
$500 from my wife and mine’s foundation 
to these kids." 

Hill said he understood that the youth 
had a vision of what the community 
could be like. 

He explained their vision was to make 
a better skate park, a safe place where they would be 
treated with respect and a place they could go to without 
being harassed. 

With the money the youth will receive early in the new 
year, they will have five weeks to turn that ‘seed money’ 
into fundraising plans to help them start their plans and 
explained that eventually when the youth have started 
their fundraising he would expect his money back. 

Hill told the audience that the five youth he met with 
were a good representation of the future of the communi¬ 
ty- “ 

“You’re in good hands,” he said. 

“We’re here tonight because we have a baton in our 
hands, someone gave us the baton and they carried it for 
a generation and eventually we’re going to pass that baton 
on to (the youth). Their success to some extent is dictat¬ 
ed by our capacity and ability to bo good stewards of the 
baton."

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‘Fire in the sky’ was a 10-tonne asteroid 


Scientists now know that the fragments of an asteroid 
that exploded in the sky Nov. 20 didn’t fall between the 
Olds golf course and Hwy. 2, in a field north of Didsbury, 
or anywhere else in Alberta as several witnesses may 
once have thought. 

Several fragments from the asteroid that actually 
exploded over western Saskatchewan that night, includ¬ 
ing a 13 kilogram chunk the size of a boulder, have been 
recovered outside Lloydminster. 

And the ongoing search for more remains is giving 
researchers, led by University of Calgary professor Alan 
Hildebrand, more clues about the nature of the fireball 
after graduate student Ellen Milley spotted the first 
pieces in a frozen pond. 

Central Albertans who witnessed the fireball entering 
the atmosphere say it wasn’t like anything they’d ever 
seen before. 

"It was cloudy...all of a sudden the sky just lit up and 
it was probably the size of a bowling ball on fire with this 
long orange tail,” recalled Didsbury’s Doug Newton. 

Newton and others who witnessed the fireball say it 
looked like the meteorite landed close by. 

“It’s like a rainbow, where it looks like it’s close by but 
you know it’s farther than what you think,” said Newton. 

About a week after the Nov. 20 sighting, more than two 
dozen pieces of the 10 tonne asteroid have been recov¬ 
ered by researchers or members of the public. 

The search is focused on a 24 square kilometre section 
of agricultural land along the Battle River where the sci¬ 
entists calculated the debris would be located. 


Hildebrand and Milley have been joined by other mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Space Agency-funded Small Bodies 
Discipline Working Group, including Peter Brown from 
the University of Western Ontario and Martin Beech 
from the University of Regina. 

The largest meteorite found so far is a head-sized 
piece weighing 13 kilograms found by Les Johnson and 
his son Tom who travelled to the area from Drayton 
Valley to search for space rocks. 

“It’s like my dad always said ‘you can’t catch any fish if 
you don’t have any lines in the water’,” Johnson said. “It 
took us three days of searching and wo sure were excit¬ 
ed when we spotted this one.” 

The asteroid is becoming known as the Buzzard 
Coulee fireball, named after the picturesque valley 
where the first pieces were located. Hildebrand esti¬ 
mates that 2,000 fragments per hectare are located in the 
strewn field, with larger pieces expected towards the 
southern end of the area. 

The fireball first appeared approximately 80 kilome¬ 
tres above and just east of the Alberta and 
Saskatchewan border city of Lloydminster, and travelled 
south-southeast towards the Battle River valley frag¬ 
menting spectacularly in a series of explosions, accord¬ 
ing to researchers. 

The fin-ball penetrated the atmosphere at a steep 
angle of approximately 00 degrees from the horizontal 
and lasted about five seconds from 17:20:40 to 17:20:45 
MST with the largest explosion at 17:20:44. The fireball 
was recorded on all-sky and security cameras scattered 


across Saskatchewan and Alberta in addition to being 
witnessed by tens of thousands of people who saw it 
streak across the sky, saw its arc-welding blue flash, or 
heard the subsequent explosions. 

“...tin- public response to this fireball has been the 
largest that we have ever had in Canada," said 
Hildebrand, who is Canada Research Chair in Planetary 
Science and coordinator of the U of (’ Canadian Fireball 
Reporting Centre. Hildebrand said the fireball was like a 
billion-watt light bulb shining in the sky, turning night 
into day with a bluish white light. It illuminated the 
ground for several hundred kilometres in all directions 
including as far south as Vauxhall, Alberta. 

The asteroid fragment is now known to have weighed 
approximately 10 tonnes when it entered the Earth’s 
atmosphere from an energy estimate derived from infra¬ 
sound records by Dr. Peter Brown, Canada Research 
Chair in Meteor Physics at the University of Western 
Ontario. 

“At least half a dozen infrasound stations ranging from 
Greenland to Utah, including Canada’s Lac Du Bonnett, 
Manitoba and Elgin Field, Ontario stations, recorded 
energy from the fireball’s explosions. The indicated 
energy is approximately one third of a kiloton of TNT," 
Brown said. 

Brown also says that a fireball this size only occurs 
over Canada once every five years on average. About 10 
fireballs of this size occur somewhere over the Earth 
each year.

What Alberta livestock producers need to know about. 


Alberta Farm Recovery Plan 
(AFRP) II Instalment Requirements 

As part of the Alberta government's plan to assist the livestock industry, 
the second instalment to producers will be available in early 2009. 

To receive the second instalment, all producers are expected to meet 
the following new requirements: 

Livestock producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• You will need to update your current premises identification 
information or apply for a new premises identification number if 
you don't have one. 

• A new application form was recently mailed to you, only if you 
received the first AFRP II instalment. 

• The application includes a declaration and authorization for 
Agriculture Financial Services Corporation (AFSC) and Alberta 
Agriculture and Rural Development (ARD) to verify your information. 
Your information will be kept private and protected 

Cow-calf producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• Age verify your 2008 calf crop by entering birth dates for all calves 
born in 2008 in the CCIA database. Additional assistance is now 
available to help you enter birth dates in the system. 

Feedlot operators - Starting January 1, 2009: 

• Beginning January 1, 2009, all feedlots that feed more than 5,000 
animals annually will be required to record animals as they arrive 
and report cattle move-in information to the CCIA within seven days. 

• The CCIA tag number for each animal arriving and leaving the 
feedlot (not going to slaughter) must be reported to the CCIA 
within seven days 

Forms are also available at all AFSC and ARD offices throughout 
Alberta. If you have questions or need assistance, please contact the 
Ag-lnfo Centre at 310-FARM or on-line at www.agric.gov.ab.ca.
